SUBJECT: Office Policy on Design Items 

 

Interim 6 of the 1971 AASHO Interim Specifications covering Article 1.7.68 - Cover Plates, 

permits cover plate thickness to be as great as twice the thickness of the flange to which it is 

welded.  Until further notice, our office will not use this change in the specifications, but will 

continue to limit the thickness of cover plates to approximately 1-1/2 times the flange 

thickness.   The 1-1/2 times the flange thickness may be used loosely, allowing 1/16" or 1/8" 

overrun.  Cover plate widths should be at least 1-1/2" less than the flange widths to facilitate 

welding. 

 

Article 1.5.2 - General Assumptions - subarticle (4).  The ration "n" as listed in the table for 

Class S concrete is 10 for computations of strength and 8 for computations of deflection.
